N E W Y O R K . Feb. 8 — Federal I 
Bureau of Investigation testimony j 
revealed W illiam C. Colepaugh to- I 
day as an American who soured on I 
his own people, studied Nazi tricks j 
in Germany and came home a spy. | 
On trial with German-born Erich 
Gimpel for espionage and sabo- 
tage, Colepaugh faced a seven- 1 
man m ilitary commission holding 
its third day’s sessions in secret on 
Governor's Island today. 
Yesterday, W illiam M 
M eClue,! 
special F B I agent, told the com- i 
mission that Colepaugh voluntarily i 
admitted he came to this country 
in a Nazi submarine to gather in­ 
formation and send it to Germany 
by short wave radio. He denied. 
McClue said, that he intended to 
commit sabotage. 
McClue said Colepaugh had $1,- 
900 cash on him when he was ar­ 
rested here late in December. The 
money was part of $50,000 given 
him and Gimpel when they left 
Germany. McClue said most of the 
cash was recovered from a travel­ 
ing bag checked at the Grand Cen­ 
tral terminal. 
Colepaugh 
shared 
other 
New 
Yorkers' hardship in finding hous­ 
ing, McClue said, but finally got 
an apartment through newspaper 
advertising. 
McClue 
said 
Cole­ 
paugh told him he was disappoint­ 
ed when his German instructors in

When Mrs. Bolton talks about nurses she is discussing a subject on 
w’hich she is a national authority. 
For years the handsome Cleveland woman has been working with 
and for nurses. Five years ago she and four other influential women 
went to the surgeon-general of the Army and offered to use their 
experience and efforts to start a program for the education of nurses 
for war needs. 
"The Army does not intend to educate nurses,” the surgeon-gen­ 
eral bluntly said. ‘Let the hospitals do that.” 
The cadet schools for nurses are not functioning too well, accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Bolton. There is only money enough left to finance Hie 
schools for one more year. Some of the cadet nurses 
having only a moral obligation to enter the Army 
Private 
have gone into private nursing. 
Private nursing is badly needed, of course. But it 
should be managed on a quota basis. Only those who 
Problem 
really need care should have care. 
Too much attention is paid to organization, Mrs. Bolton thinks. 
Too much to influential patients—such as the Army wives. 
“Some day,” said Mrs. Bolton, “it will be the patient, not the 
nurse nor the doctor nor the board of m anagers of the hospital, who 
is to be considered first. The patient to be considered first now is 
the wounded fighting maxi whom we have sent overseas to defend us.’*
